MAGNET’S MARVELLOUS SPEED. 

Auother mile record went by the board at 
Forsyth yesterday, when Magnet, with 122 
pounds up, ran the distance in 1 :39% and fin- 
ished galloping. It was a great performance, 
for he smothered that fast colt Rondo with 
speed and beat him in a veritable walk. Honig’s 
colt is at his best just now. 

There was some excellent sport, and the sur- 
roundings were in accord with it. The weather 
was perfect, the track fast, and the attendance 
large. Four favorites won. All about the pub- 
lic had a good afternoon of it. 

The chief interest centred in the mile handi- 
cap in which Magnet and Rondo met at weight 
for age. The public would have nothing but 
Magnet. The big chestnut has become some- 
what of an idol at the Indiana tracks. Many 
good judges thought Rondo would beat the 
Honig colt. There was very little to it. except 
the pace. Off second, Magnet was under a pull 
to and past the half mile ground. There Garner 
moved him along. At the three-quarters Mag- 
net led by a length with Rondo second. Round 
the turn Rondo drew up, but Garner lot out a 
link, and the chestnut horse gained three 
lengths, and galloping the rest of the way won 
handily by a length and a half. 

There were some speedy ones in the seven 
furlongs selling race for three-years-olds. 
Kamsin opened at 3 to 1, but the stable money 
sent him to the post at 6 to 5. Inspector Hunt 
was off in front, Irene Woods stumbling at the 
start. Serena and Fritzie alternated in the 
lead to the half, when Irene Woods went to the 
front, Kamsin taking seoond place. Irene 
Woods led till half way down the stretch, when 
Me Hugh moved on Kamsin and the son of Blazes, 
coming away, won by a head. 

Off badly in the opening race, Belvour grad- 
ually worked his way through, and collaring 
Caufield, who had made most of the running, at 
the head of the stand he beat him half a 
length, with Peep O’Day II a good third. 

Senator Quay, the favorite in the two-year- 
old race, had bad luck, as he stumbled at the 
start, and nearly threw Garner off. Golightly 
made all the running, and won easily from Harry 
Gwynu, Brown Eyes just beating Fonclif for 
third place. Senator Quay who was not 
persevered with finished last. 

There was a large field in the fifth race, Ar- 
dath being the selected one. Miss Star led all 
the way with Ardath second till within fifty 
yards of the finish, when Murphy brought up 
the favorite and won handily. Miniver was a 
poor third. Bismarck, while running well on 
the back stretch, fell, but neither the horse nor 
G. Cochran, the jockey, were hurt. 

Walkover, the favorite, had it all his own way 
in the last race, winning easily from Meddler, 
who behaved badly at the post and got off 
poorly. Eagle Bird, who was cut off on the first 
turn, ran a good great race, finishing third. 

Beryl Star, recently purchased by J. E. Ma- 
lone, broke her stifle in the first race, and will 
probably have to be destroyed. 

ARGENTINA’S DERBY CHANCE. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 18.— All arrangements 
are complete for the National Derby, which will 
be run Saturday and which was to have been 
the pride of Harlem’s racing year at Chicago 
until fanaticism grasped the Windy City. Ra- 
miro, Argentina, and Don Carillo came out of 
their bruising race in good style and were out 
galloping this morning. Word was received 
after Loki’s good race today that he would be 
shipped tonight to St. Louis. This will make 
nine starters and they are the cream of the 
W’estern colts and fillies. No filly has won a 
Derby since Modesty, but Argentina has a royal 



chance and “Lucky” Baldwin seems to be 
handy on Derbies. The association will draw in 
Saturday so that bookmakers coming from a 
distauce can book on the big race. The infield 
will be thrown open to carriages and the scenes 
so familiar at Washington Park in the halcyon 
days of racing in Chicago will be repeated. 
Chauncey Depew will present the winner with 
the purse. 

H. Shields will come from Chicago to ride 
Ramiro in the Derby. 



EASTERN TWO-YEAR-OLD CRACKS. 



New' York, June 18. — The Eastern 2-year-olds 
of 1896 have set the talent by the ears, and the 
mooted question of superiority is as yet unde- 
cided. Don de Oro was hailed as a real cham- 
pion after his brace of victories at Morris Park, 
but he spoiled everything by his sorry showing 
in the Great American Stakes. Taking form 
and the number of races he has run into consid- 
eration, John McCafferty’s Arbuckle comes very 
near being at the top of the ladder. He is one 
of the improving kind, and shows a marked 
fondness for a distance. When the two-year- 
olds are asked to run six furlongs Arbuckle will 
be there with the best of them. Don de Oro’s 
race in the Great American was too bad to be 
true, and he may be looked for to do much bet- 
ter the next time out. He was outpaced from 
the start, and was never dangerous. The Friar 
was another colt that failed to run up to his 
private reputation.

Both are giants, are long 
striders, and consequently cannot get around a 
curve with as much facility as a handy-going, 
short strider of the George Kessler type.
